He was successful 
in having her arrested but in doing so 
was arrested himself and also placed in 
jail on a proper charge. 


—The brief anouncement made in our 
last issue that the Soldiers and Sailors’ 
Home had been located at Quincy is real­ 
ly all we care to say upon the subject. 
Our readers, however, we presume, antic­ 
ipate an explanation which will throw a 
faint ray of light, which is about all we 
can do, touching the principal reason for 
the loss of a prize that appeared so near 
the reach of Dixon, and which most of 
the people had hoped for. 
The final vote 
that settled the matter stood as follows: 
For Quincy, Barry, Crawford, White and 
Wallace; Springfield, Hall; Dixon, Noble; 
and Decatur, Bryant. It was the general 
impression by those on the ground that 
the fight g ot down to some sort of a con­ 
test of railroad influence and that the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Company 
“ took the Quince.“ 
Whether or not that 
influence was an improper one we do not 
pretend to express judgment as we could 
have no means of knowing. 
It is stated 
by those who were in a position to know 
that no unfair means were U9ed in accom* 
plishing the result which we have stated. 
We give what was generally talked at the 
hotels where the commissioners held their 
meetings, and as this which we arc now 
stating is very generally based entirely 
upon rumor the reader will understand 
that we db not vouch for any of the state­ 
ments further than as suggested. 
When 
it was known thut the C. B. A Q. com­ 
pany had taken an active interest in 
securing the location of the Home at 
‘Quincy, an effort was made in a proper 
way to secure the legitimate efforts of 
other roads to very properly counteract 
any work by the first mentioned power­ 
ful corporation. 
It was found, however, 
that the Chicago and Northwestern and 
Illinois Central companies had on their 
lines several cities that were contending 
for the Home and therefore they thought 
it best not to take any active interest in 
the fight, and, we believe, did not enter 
the contest save in an undecided and luke 
warm manner, actually dividing their 
slight efforts between the different places. 
It is generally understood thut the C. B. 
J b Q. company was quite anxious t© have 
the Home located at Quincy. 
Graating 
that it be true that mauy of the efforts 
referred to above w ere made by the rail­ 
road companies, through their agents, 
and that it was by the efforts of the C. B. 
A Q. that the Home was located at Quincy, 
still it does not necessarily follow that 
there was auy thiug unfair or dishonor­ 
able in such transactions. 
That is to say, 
we belieyo it may be that an officer of a 
railroad company can do as legitimate 
work iu the matter of influencing a com 
inissioner as that done by the most honest 
committeeman sent by the citizens of 
city to be present at the meeting of a 
commission io perform the same office 
We are endeavoring to state facts as we 
understand them aud wish to say, in do 
iug so, that there is no foundation in fact, 
that we know of, for the statements freely 
made that corruption was used in locating 
the Soldiers’ Horae at Quincy. 
We do 
know that mauy of the statements regard 
ing the conduct of the commissioners, 
made by’the papers, especially the Chiea 
go dalies, are not true. 
Even statements 
regarding the matter as to how the com­ 
missioners voted and as to the chances of 
each city, indicate the results of very poor 
guessing. 
Up to the last day of the last 
meeting *n Cnicago three of the commit 
sioners, Noble, Walluce and White, had 
declared openly, in speeches before the 
Board, that they were in favor of Dixon, 
and that they were ready and anxious to 
join the fourth mun in locating it here. 
Mr. Hall, on the 2uth ultimo, just before 
the Board adjourned to meet in Spring 
field, and when it was generally supposed 
that Quincy wouldsecure the prize, staled 
that as Springfield, his favorite town, 
had no show^after consulting with friends 
at home and should he find that they had 
no objection, he would be the fourth man 
to locate the Home at Dixon. 
The ad­ 
journment was had through efforts of 
Colonel Noble. 
The writer hereof had 
assurances from one of Mr. Hall’s neigh­ 
bors—with whom we have a pleasant a e, 
quaiu tance—that Mr. Hall hud been ad­ 
vised to vote for Dixon. 
At Springfield, 
at several interviews, Mr. Hall informed 
the writer hereof that he would vote for 
Dixon the very moment that such an act 
would locate the Home here. 
We did not 
have, nor have we now, the slightest 
doubt as to the honesty of his statement. 
But at that time it was too late to do Dix 
on any good as Mr. White had become 
weary iu his efforts to locate at Dixon and 
bad promised the Quincy people that he 
would vote for their city. 
So it can clear­ 
ly be seen that Dixon came very near 
securing the Soldiers’ Home. This stste 
ment we now make, not only to show up 
the wise “ I told you Boa” at home, but 
also to rectify the statement of the Chi­ 
cago reporters, who bav« no means of 


knowing and have but little regards for 
the facts in this nuttier. 
Since the loea 
tion of the Home we have not had an op 
portunity of consulting with Colonel 
Noble, but we believe that he will bear 
witness in the main to the above. 
We 
shall hereafter speak of his wise and faith­ 
ful work during all these weeks of anxiety; 
but no further comment is needed, nor 
greater praise required for Colonel Noble, 
than the simple statement, that there 
were three hundred and ninety-nine roll 
calls made and at every one he responded 
“ Dixon.“ 


CONDENSED NEWS. 


When the lion grew old and feeble all 
his olu enemies gathered about him—all 
those that had in the day of his prime 
fled Incontinently when his majestic roar 
announced his coming—and railed at him, 
and some were so bold as to draw near 
and bite and tear and rend him; but Gen 
eral Rosecrans, who was kicked out of 
the command o f the army o f the Cumber 
land for incompetency, durit not even, so 
great was his terror of Grant, utter one 
word against him, even in the last year 
or two when the old man la y dying, hut 
must needs wait until he is entirely re­ 
moved from the world ere he dare give 
expression to hate he bore him. 
It is 
now twenty years since the war closed, 
and there was naught but fen? to tilence 
Rosecrans; but this was effectual, entire­ 
ly so. Now Grant is lying dead at River­ 
side, and the current No rth America n lie 
view contains an article upon him which 
for venom is scarcely excelled in litera­ 
ture. 
It will do him no hurt, but it will 
persuade the very few who reglly did be­ 
lieve in Rosecrans’ loya lty and soldierly 
qualities that they were utterly mistaken, 
and will bring down on sail! Rosecrans 
the merited contempt of respectable peo­ 
ple everywhere. 
The article in question 
is full of praise of its author, and of de­ 
preciation of Grant, and if one might be 
lieve him, the battle was fought and the 
victory won befor Grant reached Chatta 
nooga. 
It is true that when Grant was 
dying, Rosecrans did oppose his retire­ 
ment, but the breath not having yet left 
the old hero, he durst not assail (aim. No, 
Rosecrans attacks dead men, and yet he 
prates of haviug once been a soldier, and 
has the temerity to vindicate a campaign 
which among all soldiers has been accept­ 
ed as a miserable failure; but a man who 
will harbor hate for twenty odd years and 
patiently wait until the object of it is 
dead before he dare to speak, would not 
excite surprise if he did anything, unless 
it were some commendable 
action.

The grapes are picked by crews o f men 
u nder experienced to remen, and are placet 
in tray s o r wo o den frames, which are piled 
o n to p o f each o ther in wago ns aiwl taken 
to the dry ing.gro u nd-. 
Thews co nsist o f 
abo u t sixty acres o f land, smo o th© 1 and 
clean© 1 liko a bricky ard, and the grapes are 
spread o u t in lo ng ro ws to dry in the su n. 
Ten day s o r two weeks fro m the “lay ing 
do wn'* is u su ally abo u t the tiiu o requ ired to 
dry them, and then tho se tho ro u ghly cu red 
are taken u p and pu t into the sweat-bo x* *. 
Pro bably o ne-tbird are no t y et cu red, and 
tbo s* are tu rned o ver au d placed in narro w 
ro ws u ntil the actio n o f Old Bid has made 
them ready . 
The eno rmo u s qu antity o f grapes handled 
by o ne firm can lie estimate,! when it is 
kno wn th at a t o no time this sixty -acre plo t 
was co vered, o n I a po rtio n o f it has been 
co vered a seco nd time. 
Teams are co n­ 
tinu ally co ming and go ing, an t a small 
army o f men are emplo y ed to tak* care o f 
the grapes and keep the team« o n the rao vs. 
Many wo men and girls are also emplo y ed 
iu picking u p the raisins which h ive fallen 
fro m the stu ns. 
The tray s are o f a nu mber 
and capacity to bo ll ;D3 to ns o f grapes. 
Ano ther thing which catch©* the ey e at the 
dry ing*gro u nds is the preparatio n made fo r 
po sible rains, in tho hhape o f ro lls o f o iled 
papar stacked u p in all directio n*.

paper is in sheets abo u t fo u r feet in width 
and sixteen feet lo ng, prepare 1 to withstand 
rain by dipping it in bo ile to il. Tw » car-lo ads 
of paper and CO barrels o f o il have been us« *J 
this teaso n, bu t as y et it has no t *been fo u nd 
necessary to u se the pap» r. 
PUT INTO SWEAT-BOXES, 
When pro perly dried the grap» < are taken 
and pu t into *w » at-bo xe*, pro ttably ninety - 
five o r 100 po u nd* to the bo x, and hau l© I to 
tba packing-ho u se, 
where they are p ilil 
fro m ti » o r to co iling in the large fro nt 
ro o m. 
They are left here so me ten day s 
and passed thro u gh a sweating pro cess, the 
o bject being to eq ializ* the mo istu re co n­ 
tained in them. Wu eu placed in bo xes so me are 
mu ch drier than o thers bu t when ready 
fo r the packer the intentio n is to make them 
as nearly as po eibie equ al and u nifo rm in 
that regar I. 
Fo u r lay er« are placed in a bo s 
and each lay er is weighed by the packer, 
au d tho who le mu *t make exactly the 
twenty po u nds requ ired.
